In the Claims 

1 . (Previously Presented) A lighting apparatus for receiving an elongated light 
source, comprising; 

an elongated member including a first mat^al and a second material, the first material 
being at least semi-transparent and the second material being substantially non-transparent^ the 
elongated member having a cavity for receiving the elongated light source, the cavity being at 
least partially defined by at least a portion of the first material that extends fiom the cavity to two 
or more sq)arate outer surface regions of the elongated member, wherein at least part of the outer 
surface between the two or more separate regions is substantially non-transparent. 

2. (original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 1 wherein the cavity is at 
least paitidlly defined by at least a portion of the second material 

3. (orij^nal) A lighting apparatus accordir^ to claim 1 wherein the second 
material is at least partially reflective. 

4. (original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 3 wherein the second 
material includes a surface that is shaped to help reflect light toward the first material. 
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5. (original) A lighting iq)paratu5 according to claim 4 wherein the shaped 
surface is parabolic in shape. 

6. (original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 1 wherein the first material 
includes a surface that is shaped as a lens. 

7. (Previously Presented) A lifting apparatus according to claim 1 further 
comprising a slit or opening that extends between the cavity and the exterior of ttie elongated 
member to facilitate insertion and/or extraction of the elongated light source into/fiom the cavity 
along a lengOi of the elongated member.

9. (Previously Presented) A lighting apparatus according to claim 1 wherein 
the first material and the second material are integrally formed in a single piece. 

1 0. (Previously Presented) A lighting apparatus according to claim 1 wherein 
the first material and the second material are formed separately and subsequently secured 
together. 
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1 1 . (original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 1 wherein the elongated 
light source is an electro-luminesc^t wire. 

12. (original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 1 wherein the elongated 
light source is a linear emitting fiber. 

13. (Previously Presented) A lighting apparatus for receiving an elongated light 
source, comprising: 

a first elongated piece; 
a second elongated piece; 

at least a portion of the first elongated piece being transparent or semi-transparent; 

at least a portion of the second elongated piece being substantially non-transparent; 

the first elongated piece and the second elongated piece defining a cavity for receiving the 
elongated light source; and 

at least one of the first elong^d piece and the second elongated piece having an 
elongated opening along at least part of its length that extends between the cavity and the exterior 
of the lighting apparatus, the opening adapted to fiacilitate insertion and/or extraction of the 
elongated light source into/fiom the cavity along a length of the lighting apparatus. 
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1 4. (original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 1 3 wherein the first 
elongated piece and the second elongated piece are integrally formed. 

15. (original) A lighting apparatus according to claim 13 wherein the first 
elongated piece and the second elongated piece are sq)arately fonned and subsequently secured 
together. 

16. (Previously Presented) A method for making an elongated memb^ for 
receiving an elongated h'ght source, the method comprising the steps of^ 

co-extruding an elongated member with a first material and a second materials the first 
material being at least semi-transparent and the second material being substantially non- 
transparent, the elongated member having a cavity for receiving the elongated light souite, the 
cavity being at least partially defined by at least a portion of the first mat^al that extends fiom 
the cavity to an outer surface of the elongated member, the elongated member further having an 
elongated slit or opening that extmds between the cavity and tfie exterior of the elongated 
member to facilitate insertion and/or extraction of the elongated light source into/fi:om the cavity 
along a length of the elongated monber. 

17. (original)^ A method according to claim 16 wherein the cavity is also at least 
partially defined by at least a portion of the second material. 
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18. (original) A method according to claim 16 wherein the second material is at 

least partially reflective. 

1 9. (original) A method according to claim 1 8 wherein the second material 
includes a surface that is shaped to help reflect light toward the first material 

20. (original) A method according to claim 19 wherein the shaped surface is 
parabolic in shape. 

21 . (original) A method according to claim 16 wherein the first material inchides 
a surface that is shaped as a lens.

23 . (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 6 wherein the portion of the 
first material that at least partially defines the cavity extends to two or more separate outer 
surface regions of the elongated member, wherein at least part of the elongated member [outer 
surface] between the two or more separate regions is substantidlly non-transparent

a slit that extends between the cavity and the exterior of the elongated member to 
facilitate insertion and/or extraction of the elongated light source into/fiom the cavity along a 
length of the elongated member. 

27. (Currently Amended) A method for making an elongated member for receiving an 
elongated liglht sourc e, the elongated member having a viewing side, the method comprising the 
steps of:

transpaient, the elongated member having a cavity for receiving the elongated li^t source, the 

cavity being at least partially defined by at least a portion of the first mat^al that extoids from 

the cavity to two or more separate outer surface regions on [of| the viewing side of the elongated 

membeTp wherein at least part of the elongated member [outer surfieu^e] between the two or more 

separate regions onthe viyvfflg(}f4g is substantially non-transparent 

28. (Previously Presented) A lighting i^aratus for receiving an elongated light 
source, comprising: 

an elongated member including a first material and a second material, the first material 
being at least semi-transparent and the second material being substantially non-transparent, the 
elongated member having a cavity for receiving the elongated light source, the cavity being at 
least partially defined by at least a portion of the first material that extends &om the cavity to an 
outer surface of the elongated member; and

36. (New) A lighting apparatus for receiving an elongated li^t source, comprising: 
an elongated member including a first matenal and a second material^ the first material 

being at least semi-transparent and the second material being substantially non-transparent, the 
elongated member having a cavity for receiving the elongated light source, the cavity being at 
least partially defined by at least a portion of the first material that extends fixrni the cavity to two 
or more separate out^ surface regions of the elongated member, wherein at least part of the 
elongated member between the two or more separate regions is substantially non-transparent. 
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
